Looking back 
much that was considered orthodox 
centuries ago would be considered 
quackery to-day. It ig therefore 
not wise to assume that the orthodox 
opinions held now avill stand the

possibilities of hopeful outlook in 
new directions, 

In particular, the theory of the 
cure of ailments by the use of drugs 
‘has passed through many warying 
stages, and to-day I believe I am 
right in saying that -the use of 
drogs, ‘for purposes othér than as 
palliatives, ia almost at a discount, 
Yet for many years the medical 
Profesaion has held a high place in 
the regard of ithe public. It counts 
to its credit many an act of. herole 
self-sacrifice. It has laboured Jong 
and with great: ingenuity: to eeek 
out the causes of disease ‘and the 
remedies therefor. iIt has made the 
most brilliant ‘advances dn surgery; 
and performs almost incredible 
feats on the human, body, - 

But, a3 a layman, ‘I think I may 
say without fear of contradiction 
that It has thrown up: the drug in 
despalr'and has labelled, @ whole 
class of diseases as chronic or in- 
curable, 


cold, stop the ravages of influenza, 
fight tuberculosis other ‘than by 
treatment, or even approach the 
dread cancer otherwise than by the 
knife? 

‘Money is being poured out in the 
attempt to find a cure for the tast- 
mentioned disease, Cancer research 
is organised, but, ao far, it must be 
admitted, with little result. If this 
be so, ought not the ‘world—to be on 


+} the’ lookout for any or every sug- 


geation ‘that might be made ‘in the 
direction of curative medicine? 
Check to Fatal, Disease _ 

I personally was “brought up with 

a bump” against this problem some 

fourteen years .ago, ‘when my
